DEATH AND BURIAL AT SEA 


Clark died the next day, Sunday, but 
Mr. Clark returned to this country a 
few m onths later, and while here a r­ 
ranged to m eet Frank Sebring, in En­ 
gland, who was then arranging a trip 
to England.

trip and was shown through a number 
of English potteries by Mr. Clark, and 
one at Lodge, owned by a cousin of 
Mr. Clark, where bone china Is manu­ 
factured. 
.lust before Mr. Clark sailed for this 
country last month he ararnged to 
m eet Mr. Sebring and Percy Frost, at 
the Astor House, New York, but this 
was never carried out. 
Besides bring­ 
ing into this country a number of sam 
Hic Father an English Manufacturer, p]<»H of pottery supplies, he has in hi;* 
Proprietor of an Ancient Pottery 
Plant— Hi« Travels And Work in 


the United States. 


While the death of Jam es Clark of 
Hanley, Eng., was reported in this city, 
very little was known by his friends 
here concerning his past life, even the 
date of his death being unknown to 
the potters of this community. 
Al­ 
though a staunch Englishman, he had 
many intim ate friends on this side of 
the Atlantic. 
Mr. Clark was born in Burslem. Staf­ 
fordshire, Eng., in 1854. 
His 
father 
was a m anufacturing potter, and while 
yet a young man was sent to the Leeds 
university in Yorkshire, where he took 
an extended course in chemistry, re­ 
ceiving a queen’s certificate equiva­ 
lent to a gobi medal In this country. 
After his course was completed he re­ 
turned to Burslem where In* was given 
the position of secretary and treasu­ 
rer of his father, Edwin Clark’s pot­ 
tery, as it adjoined St. John's Episcopal 
church. 
W are made at this plant was 
sold mainly to Importers doing busi­ 
ness in this country and South Ameri­ 
ca. 
It was in this same pottery that 


possession the rights for the United 
State s of a new machine, which is used 
in England to make saggers. Through 
the office of a particular friend of Mr. 
Clark's it was arranged that as soon 
as he arrived in East Liverpool he was 
to i»e taken to the home of Bradford 
M. Lou than, who agreed to purchase 
the right to use the machine in this 
country. 
Mr. Clark sailed for this country on 
the steam er Saxonia Jan. 25, and he 
died after the ship was two days o u t 
He was buried at sea, and although the 
Cunard Steamship company has been 
asked for details, no word has been re­ 
ceived.

with Abraham French. 
After working 
in Boston for over three years he was 
sent to Chicago, where he acted as ti 
salesman for a similar period. 
After 
seven years of continuous service for 
one firm he traveled through South 
America, Central America 
and 
the 
W est Indies for his father’s product. 
His father later sent him back to this 
country, and after selling goods for 
several years he, with John Thomas, 
purchased the Trenton China plant 
at Trenton. 
He was in this firm for a short time 
when he disposed of his Interests and 
went to Wheeling where he establish­ 
ed the North W heeling pottery, a con­ 
cern th at is still in business. 
He was 
in this company for three years. 
At­ 
ter leaving Wheejing he came to To­ 
ronto, where he 
became 
associated 
with the American Pottery company. 
While Identified with this company ho 
acted as treasurer and general m ana­ 
ger and remained in the position un­ 
til the great strike of *93. 
Mr. Clark 
then went to England, where he se 
cured a position with Thomas Hulme 
ft Co., m anufacturers of potters’ sup­ 
plies, m akers of colors and decalco­ 
mania. 
This position ho held at the 
tim e of his death. 
He was married to Miss Smith, a 
popular young lady of Liverpool Eng., 
and to this union ten children were 
born, eight of whom are living. Mrs. 
Clark was a niece of Mr. Emory, the 
largest color m anufacturer of England. 
Two years ago while Mr. Clark was in 
this city he made an engagement with 
William Mayer, of Laura street, to go 
to Fallston. This was on a W ednes­ 
day afternoon.

DEATH AND DURIAL AT SEA 


H it Father an English Manufacturer. 
Proprietor of an Ancient Pottery 
Plant— H i* Travels And W ork in 
the United States. 


While1 the death of James Clark of 
Hanley, Eng., was reported in this city, 
very little was known by IiIh friends 
here concerning his past. life, even the 
date of his death being unknown to 
the potters of this community.

After his course was completed be re 
turned to Burslem where he was given 
the position of secretary and treasu­ 
rer of his father, Edwin Clark's pot­ 
tery, as It adjoined St. John s Episcopal 
church. Ware made at this plant was 
sold mainly to importers doing busi­ 
ness In this country and South Ameri­ 
ca. 
It was In this same pottery that 
^JamoB Wedgwood, the pioneer potter, 
learned his trade.

AN OLD COLD

It becomes more evident over)

that there will be no redistricting <>i 
the state. 
The Democrats ar*- practi­ 
cally a unit In their decision to sup­ 
port any measure which leaves the 
districts as they are, and to their 
Strength at least enough It Ktblkana 
can probably be added Lo give a ma­ 
jority of both the house and senate. 
This Democratic desire to leave the 
districts as they are comes from the 
fact that if any attempt at redistrict­ 
ing is made the result will I 
to give 
a less representation in congress than 
they have now. 
They are content to 
leave well enough alone. 
A very po­ 
tent element against the redistricting 
plan are the Republican congressmen 
now at W ashington, excepting prob­ 
ably Nevins of the Third and Tomp­ 
kins of the Twelfth districts. 
The 
% closeness of the two districts and the 
difficulty with which lUymbiican.s are 
sleeted from them would make any 
change increasing the chances of Re­ 
publican success most agreeable. 
Rut 
outside of these, tile Republican con­ 
gressmen are so comfortably situated 
and election conies so easy after nom­ 
ination that a changa could not work 
to the betterment of their condition. 
Consequently, they aro fighting tho 
proposed redistricting through their 
members of the legislature and tile ef­ 
fect of their work is tieing felt.

In the districts is George B. Fox of 
Cincinnati, who by virtue of the th ir­ 
teen votes from Hamilton county is 
able to exert a most powerful influ- 
ance.

Despite the loyal support being given 
the Cole and Willis taxation measures 
by the administration, the chances fa­ 
voring their passage are much less 
than a week ago, ami this is especially 
(true of the Willis measure. This im­ 
poses a tax of one-tenth of cue per 
cent upon the authorized capital stock 
of domestic private <*>rporations and a 
similar tax upon private foreign cor 
potations. To the latter, however, the 
tax is assessed only upon tile propor­ 
tion of the stock represented in Ohio. 
No law introduced in any legislature 
Within recent years has excited such 
bitter and virulent opposition. 
Dele­ 
gations from nearly every city in th.' 
•tate have been or are coming lo Co­ 
lumbus to protest against its passage. 
The claim is made that the' bill, if 
passed, will drive capital

The earnestness of the argu­ 
m ents presented, as well as the number 
and character of the men who have 
been here, has weakened the allegiance 
of many Republicans and led them to 
doubt the propriety of being bound by 
A party caucus on Hie strength of tho 
claim th at the bill is a party 'measure. 
K 
rfher caucus to consider the bill has 
n called for Monday evening, and 
at that time an effort will be made to 
pass a resolution pledging the support 
of all Republicans to the proposed leg­ 
islation. 
In view or this, several of 
the house members have expressed a 
purpose to remain away in order that 
they cannot be considered as parties 
to the agreement 
lf the bill does 
finally pass, an immediate test of its 
constitutionality will be made in the 
■rupreme court, and its opponents ex­ 
press themselves as having no fear of 
the result of such a hearing, th e op­ 
position to the Cole bill, increasing 
the tax on the gross receipts of quasi- 
public corporations from one-half to 
one per cent, has not yet made itself

TUE ONLY SAFEGUARD against such dangerous diseases, as 
this process destroys all the disease germs.’’ 
lf the pasteurizing of the entire milk supply were made the func­ 
tion of the municipality, it would be an exceedingly clever business 
investment, for the money expended would be returned a hundred­ 
fold. 
Thousands of infants’ lives are needlessly sacrificed annually 
by impure milk. 
Dr. Shakespeare of Philadelphia, an eminent authority, states 
that nearly if not quite half the deaths in cities in this country are 
due to that class of discases which arc known to be preventable. 
Chief among these preventable discases aro the diarrheal disturbances 
of young children, aud tho prime agent in the production of these is 
impure milk. 
This state of affairs was brought to my attention in 
1802. 
After making a thorough examination of tho subject and 
taking counsel with physicians at home and some who were accepted 
as authorities in Europe I established a sterilizing laboratory and 
began tho dispensing of pure milk, both in its natural and sterilized 
form, from one booth in one of tho most thickly populated districts 
of New York city. 
In 1802 34,400 bottles were distributed, and 
up to date 506,G77 bottles have been dispensed and 812,021 glasses 
of milk drunk on tile premises. 
Its results can bo more eloquently told by the statistics of the 
health department than by any words in my vocabulary. 
That 
department publishes a table giving the population, deaths and death 
rate of children under five years of age and shows that the death rate 
per 1,000 was gradually decreased front 0G.5 in 1891 to 62.8 in 1901. 
In 1807 tho death rate among the waifs picked up in the streets 
of New York and taken to tho infant hospital on Randall’s island, 
New York city, was 44:.3G, a rate so high as to become a matter of 
grave concern to those in charge. 
Finally in 1808 I secured permission from President John W. 
Keller of tho department of charities to install in this asylum a 
complete plant for the pasteurization of milk foods. 
In 1897 1,181 
children wcro treated; 524 died, or 44.3G per cent. 
The pasteurizing 
plant was installed in the early part of .1808, and tho death rato 
immediately dropped, as follows: 1808—Children treated, 1,284; 
deat hs, 255; 10.80 per cent. 
I SOO—Children treated, 1,007; deaths, 
2GO; 24.52 per cent.

The Painter canal abandonment bill* 
will not be hung up by the house con. 
mlttee on public works. 
It will he re­ 
ported hack in about two weeks and 
the battle fought out on the floor As 
the public works committee is sup­ 
posed- to be made up of friends of the 
canals, it is hardly probable that it 
will recommend the bill for passage, 
but the committee has promised the 
author of the bill that it will be re­ 
ported back to the house. It will come 
back perhaps without recommenda­ 
tion.

The bill drawn by Allen Ripley 
Foote, editor of Public Policy and a 
writer on municipal reforms, which 
was 
introduced 
by 
Representative 
Price, proves to be a measure filled 
with possibilities. 
Price says he did 
not know exactly what the bill pro- 
vlded for, but that he introduced it at 
the request of Foot©. 
To begin with, it proposes to au­ 
thorize a species of perpetual fran­ 
chises for all public service corpora­ 
tions. 
Again, It would permit all the public 
service corporations of a city to con­ 
solidate Into one gigantic corporation. 
Still again, it would authorize a city 
council to squeeze out of existence all 
but one corporation in a given line of 
service. 
Still again, it would extend the au­ 
thority for granting street railway and 
j other franchises now limited by law to 
i twenty-five years, so that they might 
be granted for an indefinite period aud 
without possibility of them being ter­ 
minated under thirty-five years. 
And still another feature is the mak­ 
ing of an opportunity to increase rates 
*or__A^public corporation every tea 


years instead of a maximum being fix­ 
ed to the end of the franchise as now. 
The ostensible purpose of the bill is 
to require ail public service corpora­ 
tions granted fra n ch ises hereafter to 
limit its profits to net earnings equal 
to a per cent on the money invested 
corre:-ponding to a rate that is double 
the amount of interest a particular mu­ 
nicipality may be required to pay on 
its bonds, in othe*r words, if the prof­ 
its should amount to ten per cent and 
the rate of interest the city in which 
such company is operating pays on its 
bonds is four per cent, the public serv­ 
ice company would be obliged to re­ 
duce the charge it is making to the 
public to a rate that would produce a 
p.ofit of only eight per cent. 
The bill provides that an accounting 
for the fixing of rates is to be made 
every ten years, 
lf it is found that 
the earnings have not equaled he ex­ 
penses and double the municipal bond 
interest 
in 
profits, 
then 
the 
rate 
charged the public is to be increased 
so that the income will do that. 
It is 
a widespread suspicion that corpora­ 
tions now paying a percentage to cities 
over the state in the shape of an ex­ 
cise have a way of making their earn­ 
ings appear less than they really are. 
lf this be true, it would not be difficult 
for them to make out an apparent de­ 
ficit, except there be confidence by the 
public in the state auditor, who is 
made the acc ounting officer, or the peo­ 
ple being shrewd enough to prevent 
sucli a fraud.

• • 
The first move in the effort to force 
public officials to pay fare on .railway 
and electric cars has been taken in the 
introduction of a bill by Representa­ 
tive Miesel of Cleveland. The measure 
is stringent in its provisions and, if 
passed, would at least aid railway offi­ 
cials in solving what is characterized 
the pass nuisance. 
Under the pro­ 
visions of this 
proposed 
legislation 
every public official of town, city or 
county accepting a pass would imme­ 
diately, by .virtue of that, be abolished 
from office and it would devolve upon 
the probate judge to see the edict car­ 
ried into effect. 
Realizing that the 
law would work a hardship upon ^em ­ 
bers of the legislature who Are forced 
to return to their homes often during 
tile session, a provision is added allow­ 
ing the carfare for a trip a week.

It has been dec ided to introduce an 
amendment to the Willis bill provid­ 
ing that the annual tax on private do­ 
mestic corporations for the filing of 
reports with the secretary of state 
shall be one-tenth of one per cent on 
the outstanding and paid-up capital 
stock instead of the authorized capital 
stock. 
This is done to avert the claim 
that Ohio corporations have been dis­ 
criminated against in favor of foreign. 
The tax on the latter will remain one- 
tenth of one per cent on the stock rep­ 
resented in Ohio.

This Democratic desire to leave the 
districts as they are cornea from tie 
(act that lf any attempt at redistrict­ 
ing la made the result will I 
to give 
a less representation in congress than 
they have now. 
They are content to 
leave well enough alone. 
A \*>tv po­ 
tent element against the redistricting 
plan are the Republican congressmen 
now at W ashington, excepting prob­ 
ably Nevins of the Third and Tomp­ 
kins of the Twelfth districts 
The 
closeness of the two districts and the 
difficulty with which lUamhllcjitiK are 
elected from them would make any 
change Increasing the chances of Re­ 
publican success most agreeable. 
Rut 
outside of these, the Republican con­ 
gressmen are so comfortably situated 
and election conies so easy after nom­ 
ination that a change could not work 
to the betterment of their condition. 
Consequently, they aro fighting the 
proposed redistricting through their 
members of the legislature and the ef­ 
fect of their work is tieing felt.

At this caucus, attended by all but 
three of the Republican senators, the 
matter was fully discussed, and on a 
later vote a clear majority declared 
themselves as against any change.

Despite the loyal support being given 
the Cole and Willis lavation measures 
fry the administration, the chances fa­ 
voring their passage are much less 
than a week ago, and this is especially 
jtrue of the Willis measure. This im­ 
post's a tax of one-tenth of one per 
cent upon the authorized capital stock 
of domestic private dbrporation* and a 
ai rn I lur tax upon private foreign cor 
poratlons. To the latter, however, the 
tax is assessed only upon the propor­ 
tion of the stock represented In Ohio. 
No law Introduced in any legislature 
.within recent years has excited such 
bitter and virulent opposition. 
Dele­ 
gations from nearly every city in th * 
•tate have been or are coming to Co­ 
lumbus to protest against Its passage. 
The claim is made that the bill, if

of many Republic ans and led them to 
Uoubt the propriety of being bound by 
A party caucus on Die strength of the 
claim that the bill is a party -measure, 
ler caucus to consider the bill has 
m called for Monday evening, and 
at that time an effort will be made to 
p u s a resolution pledging the support 
of all Republicans to the proposed leg­ 
islation. 
In view of this, several of 
the house members have expressed a 
purpose to remain away In order that 
they cannot be considered as parties 
to the agreement. 
lf the bill does 
flnally pass, an immediate teet of its 
constitutionality will be made in the 
supreme court, and its opponents ex­ 
press themselves as having no fear of 
the reeult of such a hearing. The op­ 
position to the Cole bill, increasing 
the tax on the gross receipts of quasi- 
public corporations from one-half to 
one per cent, has not yet made itself 
•bown In such a conspicuous way. yet 
It is fully as determined. 
The differ­ 
ence Is in the mode of operation. It is 
not unlikely that the

THE ONLY SAFEG UARD against such dangerous discases, as 
this process destroys all the disease germs.” 
l f the pasteurizing of the entire milk supply were made the func­ 
tion of the municipality, it would he an exceedingly clever business 
investment, for the money expended would ho returned a hundred­ 
fold. 
Thousands of infants’ lives are needlessly sacrificed annually 
by impure milk. 
Dr. Shakespeare of Philadelphia, an eminent authority, states 
that nearly if not quite half the deaths in cities in this country are 
due to that class of diseases which arc known to be preventable. 
Chief among these preventable discases aro tho diarrheal disturbances 
of young children, and the prime agent in the production of those is 
impure milk. 
This state of affairs was brought to my attention in 
1802. 
After making a thorough examination of tho subject and 
taking counsel with physicians at home and some who were accepted 
as authorities in Europe I established a sterilizing laboratory and 
began tho dispensing of pure milk, both in its natural and sterilized 
form, from one booth in ono of tho most thickly populated districts 
of New York city. 
In 1892 34,400 bottles were distributed, and 
up to (bito 596,077 bottles have been dispensed and 812,921 glasses 
of milk drunk on the premises. 
Its results can be more eloquently told by the statistics of the 
health department than by any words in my vocabulary. 
That 
department publishes a table giving tho population, deaths and death 
rate of children under fivo years of age and shows that the death rate 
per 1,000 was gradually decreased from 96.5 in 1891 to 62.8 in 1901. 
In 1897 tho death rate among the waifs picked up in the streets 
of New Yrork and taken to tho infant hospital on Randall’s island, 
New York city, was 44.36, a rate so high as to become a matter of 
grave concern to those in charge. 
Finally in 1898 I secured permission from President John W. 
Keller of tho department of charities to install in this asylum a 
complete plant for the pasteurization of milk foods. 
In 1897 1,181 
children were treated; 524 died, or 44.36 per cent. 
The pasteurizing 
plant was installed iii the early part of .1898, and tho death rate 
immediately dropped, as follows: 
1S98— Children treated, 1,284: 
deaths, 255; 19.80 per cent. 
1899— Children treated, 1,097; deaths, 
269; 24.52 per cent.

Again, it would permit all the public 
service corporations of a city to con­ 
solidate into one gigantic corporation. 
Still again, it would authorize a city 
council to squeeze out of existence all 
but one corporation in a given line of 
service. 
Still again, it would extend the au­ 
thority for granting street railway and ! 
other franchises now limited by law to 1 
twenty-five years, so that they might I 
be granted for an indefinite period aud I 
without possibility of them being ter­ 
minated under thirty-five years. 
And still another feature is the mak­ 
ing of an opportunity to increase rates 
public corporation every teu 


years instead of a maximum being fix­ 
ed to the end of the franchise as now. 
The ostensible purpose of the bill is 
to require all public service corpora­ 
tions granted franchisees hereafter to 
limit its profits to net earnings equal 
1 to a per cent em th*- money invested 
cor rec ponding to a rat* Dial is double 
the an.ount of interest a particular mu* 
I nicipality may Im* required to pay on 
its bonds. In othe-r words, if the prof­ 
its should amount to ten per cent and 
the- rate of inter* st Die city in which 
such company is operating pays on its 
bonds is four per cent, the public serv­ 
ice* company would be obliged to re­ 


d u c e - Die* charge it is making to the 
I pi.blk to a rate that would produce a 
piofit of only eight per cent. 
The- bill provides that an accounting 
lur the- fixing of rates is to be made 
e v e r y ten years. 
If it is found that 
the earnings have not equaled 
he ex­ 
pense’s and double the municipal bond

charged the public is to be increased 
so that the income will do that. 
It is 
a widespread suspie-ion that corpora­ 
tions now paying a percentage to cities 
over the state in the shape of an ex­ 
cise have a way of making their earn­ 
ings appear less than they really are. 
If this lie true, it would not be difficult 
for them to make out an apparent de­ 
ficit, except there be confidence by the 
public in the state auditor, who is 
made the accounting officer, or the peo­ 
ple being shrewd enough to prevent 
such a fraud.

The first move in the effort to force 
public officials to pay fare on .railway 
and electric < ars has been taken in the 
introduction of a bill by Representa­ 
tive Miesel of Cleveland. The measure 
is stringent in its provisions and, if 
passed, would at least aid railway offi­ 
cials in solving what is characterized 
the pass nuisance. 
Under the pro­ 
visions of this 
proposed 
legislation 
every public official of town, city or 
county accepting a pass would imme­ 
diately. by.virtue of that. be abolished 
from office and it would devolve upon 
the probate judge to see the edict car­ 
ried into effect. 
Realizing that the 
law would work a hardship upon mem­ 
bers of the legislature who Are forced 
to return to their homes often during 
tile session, a provision is added allow­ 
ing the carfare for a trip a week.

It has been decided to introduce an 
amendment to the Willis bill provid­ 
ing that the annual tax on private do­ 
mestic corporations for the filing of 
reports with the secretary of state 
shall be one-tenth of one per cent on 
the outstanding and paid-up capital 
stock instead of the authorized capital 
stock. This is done to avert the claim 
that Ohio corporations have been dis­ 
criminated against in favor of foreign.

“A fact which will be written down 
by th© historian,” says The Spectator, 
“is as well recognized today as it will 
ever be. That is, that England used 
her influence, 
and

Americans 
know she used it, on the side of the 
United States, as against those 
who 
wished to take the side of Spain. 
A 
test of the attitude towards America 
during the war, displayed by England 
and Germany respectively, is found 
in the respective attitudes 
of 
the 
English and German 
squadrons to­ 
ward Admiral Dewey in Manila bay. 
The Germans 
nearly 
fired on the 
Americans. 
If they had done so the 
English would 
have acted on the 
American side.” 


Treats the M atter Lightly. 


The Outlook

Icy blasts 
blew down the grout chimneys, and 
the rooms could not be wurmed three 
feet from where the great logs were 
biasing. The bedrooms were not heat­ 
ed at all, and the only hope that the 
babies slept warmly at all lies in the 
long handled warming pan which a 
black boy or girl nightly thrust be­ 
tween the clammy liuen sheets.

When the babies had laid aside their 
Ant clothes, they were dressed ex­ 
actly like their parents. A costume 
from by a little tot two and a half 
years old Is described as follows: “Of 
yellow brocaded satiu over a petticoat 
of crimson velvet.”

Aoor In front .nnd trailed behind just 
aa did ber mother's, and I do not be­ 
lieve that little girl had half us much 
pleasure in this state costume as girls 
of today do In their simple suits, free 
to run and jump or to do anything a 
healthy body prompts them to. 
(The chief aim in every girl's life was 
Cb be erect. To attain this young girls 
(were simply tortured. Martha Wash 
Ington, or, more correctly, Martha 
Dandridge, no doubt sat for hours in 
stOQks or strapped to backboards. 
Stays and stiffened coats were made 
even more unbending by metal or 
wood busks. These latter were hand­ 
somely carved and elaborately decorat­ 
ed and were considered an elegant and 
appropriate gift to a little girl. These 
instruments did give the erect car­ 
riage the girls desired, but I do not 
believe they could skate or bicycle 
with much comfort. 
Boy* were dressed exactly like their 
fathers, 
in doublets, 
leather 
knee 
breeches, fancy 
waistcoats, 
leather 
belts and knit caps. They had an outer 
tloak called a mandilion, which was 
lined usually with a bright colored 
floth and was very picturesque. 
The most blameworthy custom in the 
dress of the boys was the universal 
wearing of wigs.

N his “History of England In tho 
Eighteenth Century" William E d­ 
ward H art pole Lecky, M. P., pays 
I he following tribute to George 
Washington: 
To the appointment of W ashington 
fas commander in chief) far more than 
to any other siugle circumstance is due 
the ultimate success of the American 
Revolution, though in purely intel- 
leetual powers W ashington was cer­ 
tainly Inferior to Franklin and per­ 
haps to two or three others of his col­ 
leagues. There is a theory which once 
received the countenance of some con­ 
siderable physiologists, though it is 
now, I believe, completely discarded, 
that one of the great lines of division 
among men may be traced to the com­ 
parative development of the cerebrum 
and the cerebellum. To tho first organ 
it was supposed belong those special 
gifts or powers which make men poets, 
orators, thinkers, artists, conquerors or 
wits. To the second belong tin* super - 


i Intending, restraining, discerning and 
directing faculties which enable men 
to employ their several talents with 
sanity and wisdom, which maintain 
the balance and the proportion of In­ 
tellect and character and make sound 
judgments and w’ell regulated lives. 
The theory, however untrue in its phys­ 
iological aspect, corresponds to a real 
distinction in hum an minds and char­ 
acters, and it was especially in the 
second order of faculties that W ash­ 
ington excelled. 
His mind was not 
quick or rem arkably original. His con­ 
versation had no brilliancy or wit. He 
was entirely without the gift of elo­ 
quence, aud he had very few accom­ 
plishments. 
Ile knew no language but 
his ow’n. and except for a rather strong 
turn for m athem atics ho had no taste 
which can be called purely intellectual. 
There was nothing in him of the me­ 
teor or tho cataract, nothing that ei­ 
ther dazzled or .overpowered. 
As a soldier tile circumstances of his 
career brought him into tile blaze, not 
only of domestic, but of foretgn, criti­ 
cism. and it was only very gradually 
that his superiority was fully recogniz­ 
ed. 
Lee, who of all American soldiers 
had seen most service in the English 
army, and Conway, who had risen to 
great repute in the French army, were 
both accustomed to speak of his mili­ 
tary talents with extreme disparage­ 
ment, but personal jealously and ani­ 
mosity undoubtedly colored their judg­ 
ments. De Kalb, who had been trained 
in the hest military schools of the conti­ 
nent. at first pronounced him to be very 
deficient in tile strength, decision and 
promptitude of a general, and. although 
he soon learned to form the highest es­ 
tim ate of his military capacity, he con­ 
tinued to lament th at an excessive mod­ 
esty led him too frequently to act upon 
the opinion of Inferior men rather than 
upon his own most excellent judgment. 
In the arm y and the congress more 
than one rival was opposed to him. He 
had his full share of disaster; the oper­ 
ations which he conducted, if compared 
with great European wars, were on a 
very small scale, and he had the im­ 
mense advantage of encountering, in 
most cases, generals of singular inca­ 
pacity. It may, however, be truly said 
of him that his military reputation 
steadily rose through many successive 
campaigns, and before the end of the 
struggle he had outlived all rivalry and 
almost all envy. 
He had a thorough 
knowledge of the technical part of hit* 
profession, a good eye for military com­ 
binations, an extraordinary gift of mil­ 
itary adm inistration.

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SENSITIVE TO SOUND 


ACUTE POWERS OF HEARING WITH 


WHICH FISH ARE ENDOWED. Cuba 


to m e Interesting: E xp erim en t* T hat 
W ere M ade to D eterm in e J u st W h at 
M anner of Noise* o r M otions W ould 
S ta rtle T rout. 


There are three phases of sense In 
fish particularly interesting to the an­ 
gler—their exquisite powers of hearing, 
of seeing and their subtle, abnormal 
sensitiveness to atmospheric influence. 
W ith all our experience and study it is 
doubtful if we have arrived at any­ 
thing like a full estimate of the acute 
sensitiveness with which fish are en­ 
dowed. 
I devote this article to hear­ 
ing. 
By hearing I must obviously be 
understood to mean their power of ap­ 
preciating the vibration caused by 
sound, the conductor being either solid, 
aerial or liquid. 
In man sound detonates the eardrum, 
and in that way when we are under 
w ater we discover little intelligible 
meaning from sound!?. 
But the same 
vibrations are undoubtedly received by 
the exquisitely sensitive hearing intel­ 
ligence of a fish, if I may use the 
term, in a different and far more im­ 
pressive way. By intelligence I mean 
an instinctive recognition by their 
bodies of some disturbance, just as 
man recognizes a passing breath of air. 
It takes the form of feeling. 
I came to the conclusion th at I 
would make a few experiments. Here 
are one or two facts: A friend entered 
into it with me, and we bethought our­ 
selves of certain well known trout in 
our preserve 
which 
were 
“always 
there.” Then we placed thatched hur­ 
dles a day or two beforehand so that 
the fish might get accustomed to them 
in such a way th at we could approach 
close to their haunts without being 
seen and watch the unsuspecting trout 
through a small hole cut in the straw. 
When one was not at home, the other 
generally was. 
Aly friend undertook 
the noise making, I the observation. 
From the sound of a gunshot 500 
yards away, which made our trout dis­ 
tinctly start, to the breaking of a twig 
three yards from the fish, which did 
the same, we tried all kinds of sounds, 
shrill and dull and at varying dis­ 
tances. and the sum of our experiments 
convinced us of this: That our sensi­ 
tively organized friends felt the dis­ 
placements of molecules through ether. 
which we call sound, and the further 
vibrating disturbance through w hat we 
call water, which I verily believe con­ 
ducts sensation to the fish as readily 
as glass permits the penetration of 
light to this paper, in proportion to the 
distances and the character of the 
sound, but th at they did hear, or feel 
rather, and with incredible quickness, 
too, was conclusively demonstrated. 
W hat they heard and were not alarm ­ 
ed at i cannot tell, but when they were 
alarm ed it was evident enough by the 
same kind of start they give when their 
chief enemy suddenly peeps over the 
bank. 
In only two cases could I dis­ 
cover actual fright, the fright that 
sends them down—a gunshot behind 
the hurdle and a heavy stam p of the 
foot near by. It is noteworthy th at the 
shrill sounds seemed to startle them 
m ost For instance, a policeman’s whis­ 
tle a t ten yards sent one out into the 
stream as if looking about for some 
source of danger, whereas a shout at 
the same distance caused no detected 
m ovem ent 
Their way of shifting a 
little farther from the bank when they 
have an inkling of danger is a very 
pretty 6ide movement, well known no 
doubt 
It seems for the purpose of 
watching the bank a t a better angle. 
The common manner of showing 
their alarm was by a sudden quiver, 
sometimes followed by a sinking down 
an inch or two, as much as to say, 
“W hat’s u p ?’ I very much doubt if I 
ever crept up to my peephole without 
being detected, and yet I was careful, 
for, lf you notice, a trout once on the 
qui vive gives no sign of alarm at a 
second movement or noise. Once, pre­ 
pared he is immovable till he suddenly 
darts off. You may throw your great­ 
coat at him, and he either braves it stol­ 
idly or bolts cleans away. Five minutes’ * 
perfect stillness and they settle back to 
confidence, and then they were again 
eaeily startled. I fancy the laws of re­ 
fraction had something to do with it 
and that even from the sky they some­ 
tim es perceived my movements. I had

There are three phases of sense in 
fish particularly interesting to the an­ 
gler—their exquisite powers of hearing. 
of seeing and their subtle, abnormal 
sensitiveness to atmospheric influence. 
With all our experience and study it is 
doubtful if we have arrived at any­ 
thing like a full estimate of the acute 
sensitiveness with which fish are en­ 
dowed. 
I devote this article to hear­ 
ing. 
By hearing I must obviously be 
understood to mean their power of ap­ 
preciating the vibration caused by 
sound, the conductor being either solid, 
aerial or liquid. 
In man sound detonates the eardrum, 
aud in that way when we are under 
w ater we discover little intelligible 
meaning from sounds. 
But the same 
vibrations are undoubtedly received by 
the exquisitely sensitive hearing intel­ 
ligence of a fish, if I may use the 
term, in a different and far more im­ 
pressive way. By intelligence I mean 
an 
instinctive recognition 
by their 
bodies of some disturbance, just as 
man recognises a passing breath of air. 
It takes the form of feeling. 
I came to the conclusion that 
would make a few experiments. 
Here 
are one or two facts: A friend entered 
into it with me. and we bethought our­ 
selves of certain well known trout in 
our preserve 
which 
were “always 
there.” Then we placed thatched hur­ 
dles a day or two beforehand so that 
the fish might get accustomed to them 
in such a way that we could approach 
close to their haunts without being 
seen and watch the unsuspecting trout 
through a small hole cut in the straw. 
When one was not at home, the other 
generally was. 
My friend undertook 
the noise making, I the observation. 
From the sound of a gunshot 500 
yards away, which made our trout dis­ 
tinctly start, to the breaking of a twig 
three yards from the fish, which did 
the same, we tried all kinds of sounds, 
shrill and dull and at varying dis­ 
tances. and the sum of our experiments 
convinced us of this: That our sensi­ 
tively organized friends felt the dis­ 
placements of molecules through ether, 
which we call sound, and the further 
vibrating disturbance through w hat we 
call water, which I verily believe con­ 
ducts sensation to the fish as readily 
as glass permits the penetration of 
light to this paper, in proportion to the 
distances and the character of the 
sound, but that they did hear, or feel 
rather, and with incredible quickness, 
too, was conclusively demonstrated. 
W hat they heard and were not alarm ­ 
ed at i cannot tell, but when they were 
alarmed it was evident enough by the 
same kind of start they give when their 
chief enemy suddenly peeps over the 
bank. 
In only two cases could I dis­ 
cover actual fright, the fright that 
sends them down—a gunshot behind 
the hurdle and a heavy stam p of the 
foot near by. It is noteworthy th at the 
shrill sounds seemed to startle them 
most. For instance, a policeman’s whis­ 
tle a t ten yards sent one out into the 
stream as if looking about for some 
source of danger, w hereas a shout a t [ 
the same distance caused no detected 
movement. 
Their way of shifting a 
little farther from the bank when they 
have an inkling of danger is a very 
pretty side movement, well known no 
doubt. 
It seems for the purpose of 
watching the bank a t a better angle. 
The common manner of showing 
their alarm was by a sudden quiver, 
sometimes followed by a sinking down 
an inch or two, as much as to say, 
“W hat’s up?” I very much doubt if I 
ever crept up to my peephole without 
being detected, and yet I was careful, 
for, if you notice, a trout once on the 
qui vive gives no sign of alarm at a 
second movement or noise. Once, pre­ 
pared he is immovable till he suddenly 
darts off. You may throw your great­ 
coat at him, and he either braves it stol­ 
idly or bolts cleans away. Five minutes’ 
perfect stillness and they settle back to 
confidence, and then they were again 
eaeily startled. I fancy the laws of re­ 
fraction had something to do with it 
and that even from the sky t h e y some­ 
times perceived my movements.

working people by furnishing cheap 
and rapid communication between the 
city and the suburbs. This scheme ie 
all of Mr. Yerkes’ own initiative, and 
the result will enable the masses, now 
compelled to live in crowded tenements. 
to find homes In more congenial quar­ 
ters in the country. 
Last March Mr. Yerkes went to Lon 
don on the mission which promises so 
much for London’s population, both 
rich and poor, for^it will be possible 
under the new system to shoot from 
the residence district of the wealthy 
into the business center by “deep level” 
expresses in one-quarter of the time re­ 
quired at present. 
Since Mr. Yerkes has been in London 
he has accomplished more in the direc­ 
tion of adequate passenger transporta­ 
tion than ail the railway men in Eng­ 
land together since the first rail was 
laid in Great Britain, and this in spits 
of many drawbacks and delays due ta 
disputes over the methods of traction 
to be employed. 
The “tramway king,” as he is knows 
in England, is not the type of Yankee 
hustler that the British railway men 
expected.

property in Chicago. 
During tin* eight or ten months Mr. 
Yerkes lias spent in England he has 
succeeded in making himself regarded 
as one of London's benefactors. 
In 
three years, if his plans (lo not gc 
awry, there will be in existence in the 
English metropolis a system of streei 
transportation, both under and above 
ground,’ that will materially lament the 
working people by furnishing cheap 
and rapid communication between the 
city and the suburbs. This scheme ie 
all of Mr. Yerkes’ own initiative, and 
the result will enable the masses, now 
compelled to live in crowded tenements 
to And homes in more congenial quar­ 
ters In tile country. 
Last March Mr. Yerkes went to Lon 
don on tile mission which promises so 
much for London’s population, both 
rich and poor, for/it will be possible 
under the new system to shoot from 
the residence district of the wealthy 
into the business center by “deep level” 
expresses in one-quarter of the time re­ 
quired at present. 
Since Mr. Yerkes has been in London 
he has accomplished more in the dire-:' 
lion of adequate passenger transports 
lion than ail the railway men in Eng­ 
land together since the first rail wa* 
laid in Great Britain, and this in spit* 
of many drawbacks and delays due tc 
disputes over the methods of traction 
to be employed. 
The “tramway king,” as he is know* 
in England, is not tho type of Yankee 
hustler that the British railway men 
expected.

a less representation in congress than 
they have now. 
They are content to 
Heave well enough alone. 
A ve; v po­ 
tent element against the redistricting 
plan are the Republican congree men 
now at Washington, excepting prob­ 
ably Nevlns of the Third aud Tomp­ 
kins of the Twelfth districts 
The 
closeness of the two districts and tho 
difficulty with which Republicans are 
elected from them would make any 
change Increasing the chances of Re­ 
publican success most ugn*eaMo. 
Hut 
outside of these, the Republican eon- 
(gressmen are so comfortably situated 
and election conic* so easy after nom­ 
ination that a change could not work 
to the betterment of their condition. 
Consequently, they aro fighting tho 
proposed redistricting through their 
members of tho legislature nnd the ef­ 
fect of their work is tieing felt.

At this caucus, attended by ail but 
three of the Republican senators, the 
matter was fully discuss!*!, and on a 
later vote a clear majority declared 
themselves as against any change. 


Despite thc> loyal supixirt being given 
the Cole and Willis taxation measurer. 
by the admi Hist i ai ion, the chances fa­ 
voring their passage am muc h lest 
than a we ck ago, amt thin is especially 
true of the Willis measure. This lui- 
pobcH a tax of one-tenth of one per 
cent upon the authorised capital stoc k 
of domestic private corporation* and a 
similar tax upon private1 foreign cor 
punitions. To the latter, however, the 
tax is assessed only upon the propor­ 
tion of the stork represented In Ohio, 
No law introduced in any legislature 
within recent years lins excited such 
bitter anc! virulent opposition. 
Dele­ 
gations from nearly every c’ty In th 
state have been or ar!' coming to Co­ 
lumbus to protest jgainst its passage. 
'The claim is made that the lull, if 
passed, will drive capital

state and force many corporations 
back into partnerships, and that in 
consequence of all this, tin- very object 
at whic h the bill is aimed, the reduc­ 
tion of the state levy, will not bs ut 
tallied. 
The earnestness of Hic argu­ 
ments presented, as well us the number 
nnd character of the* men who have 
been here, has weakened the allegiance 
of many Republicans and led them to 
doubt the propriety of being bound by 
rn party caucus on Hie strength of tho 
Claim that the bill Is a party measure. 
{Another caucus to consider the* bill has 
t>e«Q called for Monday evening, and 
at that time an effort will be made to 
pass a resolution pledging the support 
of all Republicans to the proposed leg­ 
islation. 
In view of tills, several of 
the bouse members have expressed a 
purpose to remaiu away in order that 
they cannot be considered os im Hies 
to the agreement. 
Ii the bill dor* 
finally puss. an Immediate teat of its 
constitutionality will be made in the

tion of the municipality, it would lie an exceedingly clever business 
investment, for the money expended would bo returned a hundred­ 
fold. 
Thousands of infants’ lives are needlessly sacrificed annually 
by impure milk. 
Dr. Shakespeare of Philadelphia) an eminent authority, states 
that nearly if not quite half the deaths in cities in this country aro 
due to that class of diseases which are known to bo preventable. 
Chief among these preventable diseases are the diarrheal disturbances 
of young children, aud tho prime agent in the production of these is 
impure milk. 
This state of affairs was brought to my attention in 


1892. 
After making a thorough examination of tho subject and 
taking counsel with physicians at home and some who were accepted 
a*! authorities in Europe I established a sterilizing laboratory and 
began tho dispensing of pure milk, both in its natural and sterilized 
form, from oho booth in one of tho most thickly populated districts 
of Now \ ork city. 
In 181)2 3 4 ,4 0 0 bottles were distributed, and 
lip to date r*l)G,G77 bottles have been dispensed nnd 812 ,9 2 1 glasses 
of milk drunk on the premises* 
Its results can bo more eloquently told by the statistics of tho 
health department than by any words in my vocabulary. 
That 
department publishes a table giving tho population, deaths and death 
rate of children under fivo years of ago and shows that the death rate 
per 1,000 was gradually decreased from 9G.5 in 1891 to G2.8 in 1901. 
Iii 1897 tho death rate among tho waifs picked up in tho streets 
of Now Yrork and taken to the infant hospital on Randall’s island, 
Now York city, was 44.3G, a rate so high as to become a matter of 
grave concern to those in charge. 
Filially in 1898 I scoured permission from President John W. 
Keller of tho department of charities to install in tiffs asylum a 
complete plant for tho pasteurization of milk foods. 
In 1S97 1,181 
children were treated; 524 died, or 44.3G per cont. 
The pasteurizing 
plant was installed in tho curly part of .1898, and tho death rato 
immediately dropped, as follows: 1898—Children treated, 1,284: 
deaths, 255; 19.80 percent. 
1899-—Children tre a ts, 1,097; deaths, 
209; 24.52 per cent.

The bedrooms were not heat­ 
ed at nil, and the only hope that the 
babies slept warmly ut nil lies in the 
long handled warming pan which a 
black boy or girl nightly thrust be­ 
tw een the clammy linen sheets. These, 
Ailed with live coals from the kitchen 
Are, must hove proved very grateful to 
the bnby of long ago. 
W hen the babies had laid aside their 
Arst clothes, they were dressed ex­ 
actly like their parents.

wasted. 
Old scraps and pieces of worn 
garm ents were raveled, dyed and wov­ 
en Into cushions or chair covers. 
New 
gowns were few and far betw een, and, 
being fashioned with such great labor, 
I arn sure M artha and all little girls 
who lived In her tim e took the greatest 
care of them. 
Even when she becam e 
the wife of the rich Colonel (Eustis 
and afterw ard of the great and good 
George W ashington she was Industri­ 
ous, 
economical 
and 
simple In 
her 
tastes. 
W e are told by one historian 
that, 
"although court etiquette pre 
vslled In their public life, their home 
life w as very unostentatious. 
All tho 
clothes worn by the general and her­ 
self were made In the house. 
T w o 1 
cif M artha W ashington’s best gowns 
were o f cotton striped with silk, woven 
from the ravelings of brown silk stock­ 
ings and old crimson chair covers.” 
No high chairs, or In fact any chairs 
at all, were provided tor the little folks 
when M artha W ashington was young. 
Even at the table children stood re­ 
spectfully behind their elders’ chnirs, 
taking what food was offered them. 
In the better fam ilies they stood a t a 
side table with trencher in hand, bring­ 
ing their food from the great table. 
They were never allowed to Hpeak ex­ 
cept to answ er a question, and then 
with the greatest respect and courtesy. 
They ate very much simpler food than 
you do, for there w ere no railroads to 
bring thorn dainties from all parts of 
the world. 
They ate In silence and as 
fast as possible, regardless of diges­ 
tion, being expected to bo “moderately 
satisfied” and to leave the room as 
soon as possible. 
There were no kindergartens for the 
children of that time. 
Learning was a 
hard, uninteresting process, hut the 
children were soon put at It and could 
rend find write very creditably by the 
time they were five years old and were

Boys lead Latin and Creek by the time 
our children are Just beginning to mas­ 
ter the alphabet.

There are three phases of sense in 
fish particularly interesting to the an­ 
gler—their exquisite powers of hearing. 
of seeing and their subtle, abnormal 
sensitiveness to atmospheric influence. 
With all our experience and study it is 
doubtful if we have arrived at any­ 
thing like a full estim ate of the acute 
sensitiveness with which fish are en­ 
dowed. 
I devote this article to hear­ 
ing. 
By hearing I must obviously be 
understood to mean their power of ap­ 
preciating the vibration caused by 
sound, the conductor being either solid, 
aerial or liquid. 
In man sound detonates the eardrum, 
and in that way when we are under 
w ater we discover little intelligible 
meaning from sounds. 
But the same 
vibrations are undoubtedly received by 
the exquisitely sensitive bearing intel­ 
ligence of a fish, if I may use the 
term, in a different and far more im­ 
pressive way. By intelligence I mean 
an 
instinctive recognition by their 
bodies of some disturbance, just as 
man recognizes a passing breath of air. 
It takes the form of feeling. 
I came to tho conclusion that I 
would make a few experiments. Here 
are one or two facts: A friend entered 
into it with me, and we bethought our­ 
selves of certain well known trout in 
our preserve 
which 
were “always 
there.” Then we placed thatched hur­ 
dles a day or two beforehand so that 
the fish might get accustomed to them 
in such a way that we could approach 
close to their haunts without being 
seen aud watch the unsuspecting trout 
through a small hole cut in the straw. 
When one was not at home, the other 
generally was. 
My friend undertook 
the noise making, I the observation. 
From the sound of a gunshot 500 
yards away, which made our trout dis­ 
tinctly start, to the breaking of a twig 
three yards from the fish, which did 
the same, we tried all kinds of sounds, 
shrill and dull aud at varying dis­ 
tances. and the sum of our experiments 
convinced us of this: That our sensi­ 
tively organized friends felt the dis­ 
placements of molecules through ether. 
which we call sound, and the further 
vibrating disturbance through what we 
call water, which I verily believe con­ 
ducts sensation to the fish as readily 
as glass permits the ;>enetrntion of 
light to this paper, in proportion to the 
distauces and the character of the 
sound, but that they did hear, or feel 
rather, and with incredible quickness, 
too, was conclusively demonstrated. 
W hat they heard and were not alarm ­ 
ed at i cannot tell, but when they were 
alarmed it was evident enough by the 
same kind of start they give when their 
chief enemy suddenly peeps over the 
bank. 
In only two cases could I dis­ 
cover actual fright, the fright that 
scuds them down—a gunshot behind 
the hurdle and a heavy stam p of the 
foot near by. It is noteworthy that the 
shrill sounds seemed to startle them 
m ost For instance, a policeman's whis­ 
tle a t ten yards sent one out into the 
stream as if looking about for some 
source of danger, whereas a shout at 
the same distance caused no detected 
movement. 
Their way of shifting a 
little further from the bauk when they 
have an Inkling of danger is a very 
pretty aide movement, well known no 
doubt. 
It seems for the puri>ose of 
watching the bank at a better angle. 
The common manner of showing 
their alarm was by a sudden quiver, 
sometimes followed by a shriving down 
an inch or two, as much as to say. 
“W hat's u p ?' I very much doubt if I 
ever crept up to my peephole without 
being detected, aud yet I was cureful, 
for, lf you notice, a trout once on the 
qui vive gives no sign of alarm at a 
second movement or noise. Once, pre­ 
pared he is Immovable till he suddenly 
darts off. 
You may throw your great­ 
coat at him. and he either braves it stol­ 
idly or bolts cleans away. Five minutes’ * 
perfect stillness and they settle back to 
confidence, and then they were again 
easily startled. I fancy the laws of re­ 
fraction bad something to do with it 
and that even from the sky they some­ 
times perceived my movements. I had
